LIQUOR WINS A BIG VICTORY. 


The Supreme Court of Michigan Kills Part 
of the License Law. 

LANSING, Mich., June 8.—[Sppcial.]—The 
Liquor law adopted by the last Legislature 
received another blow from the Supreme 
Court today. The decision this time invali- 
dates the provision which declares that 
brewers and saiconkeepers shall not become 
sureties on liquor bonus, and is the result of 
a test case brought by Frederick Kuhn, 
whose bond was rejected by the Detroit 
Common Council because his sureties were 
both brewers. Kuhn's counsel claimed that 
the provision of the act forbidding any 
persons engaged in the sale of liquor 
from becoming sureties on saloon 
bonds was unconstitutional and void 
because in conflict with the provision of 
the State Constitution that No person shall 
be deprived of life, liberty, or property with- 
out due process of law,“ and also in conflict 
with the fourteenth amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, that no State 
shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of citi- 
zens of the United States, nor shall any State 
deny to any person within its jurisdiction 
equal protection of the laws. 

The court concurs with both of these ob- 
jections and declares the provision void. 
Other provisions of the act go to the suf- 
ficiency of sureties and facilities for collect- 
ing judgment from them, and are reasona- 
ble restrictions upon the right to carry on 
the business. The provision prehibiting a 
person because of the business in which he 
is engaged from entering into contracts of a 
certain class which are open to all other ver- 
sons would be a violation of the constitu- 
tional principle. The right to make such con- 
tracts is included in the right to liberty, and 
it is also a right of property. The right to 
pledge one's estate is as much a right to 
property as either title or possession.

This practically leaves the regulation of the 


traffic where it was before the new law was 
made, except that the tax is higher, and will 
tend still to bother and exasperate the pro- 
hibitory elements, as many low dives can 
again spring into existence on account of the 
brewers being eligible .for bondsmen. The 
general opinion is that the clumsy bungling 
of the laws may injure the otherwise bright 
prospects of the Republican party here. The 
court was unanimous in the decision. 


OUTDOING THE SUGAR TRUST. 


Claus Spreckels Gives Some Interesting 
Figures Regarding Output. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 8.—Claus Spreck- 
els today, in the course of a conversation re- 
garding the sugar refineries in and out of 
the trust, said: There are twenty refineries 
in the Sugar Trust. They have already been 
enumerated. As to those out of the trust 
and their capacity, I can tell you something 
which may interest your readers. There is 
the California Sugar Refinery of San Fran- 
cisco, with a daily capacity of 1,200,000 
pounds, Then there is Harrison & 
Frazier’s, with about 1,500,000. E. C. 
Knight & Co. are said to produce about 400,- 
000 pounds a day. The new refinery here 
will produce 2,000,000 pounds a day, making 
5,000,000 or 2,500 tons a day produced by re- 
fineries out of thetrust. The consumption 
of sugar in the United States is 1,320,000 tons 
a year. The refineries out of the trust, in- 
cluding the new refinery, will produce—pro- 
vided the capacity of the other refineries as 
here given is correct—5,000,000 pounds a day, 
or 780,000 tons a year. This leaves only 670. 
000 tons a year for the refineries in the trust, 
or much less than half. You see, therefore, 
that the four refineries out of the trust have 
agreater capacity than the twenty in the 
trust and have nothing to fear from them.” 


TORTURED HIM TO DEATH. 


A Child Dies from Injuries Inflicted by 
Robbers and Exposure. 
Wicnita, Kas., June 8.—([Special.]—Mrs. 
Crocker, a wealthy widow living near Col- 
wich, this county, upon returning home from 
a neighbor’s found thieves had entered the 
house and carried away everything of vaiue 
they could find. Not seeing her employé, a 
boy named Dennis, around the house, she at 
first supposed he was looking for the thieves, 
and Wednesday, he still not returning, she 
believed he was implicated in the robbery. 
Thursday noon she found the boy, bound and 
gagged, lying in a damp cellar. When re- 
leased from the painful position in which he 
had been for forty-eight hours he stated.that 
he had first been tortured and then bound 
and gagged by the thieves because he re- 
fused to tell where Mrs. Crocker kept her 

money. 

He died from the injuries today, and now 
an armed mob is scouring the country for 
the inhuman thieves. 


Strange Death of a Noted Milwaukeean. 

WAUSAU, Wis., June &—[Special.j—C. Wel- 
lauer, a wealthy resident of Milwaukee, came 
here yesterday to look after some land he 
owned. He left here this morning, but not re- 
turning search was made and his body found in 
the middle of the road eight miles from here. 
Near him stood his horse. He is supposed to 
have died and fallen out of his carriage, as his 
purse and watch were in his pockets.

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SHOT BY TRAIN-ROBBERS. 


DESPERATE MIDNIGHT BATTLE ON A 
KANKAKEE TRAIN. 


Baggageman Joe Ketchum  Mortally 
Wounded While Defending His Car— 
One Desperado Is Thrown from the 
Engine After Being Knocked Insensi- 
ble—A Special Train Takes Officers to 
the Scene—Pursuit Begun. 


Cincinnati, O., June 8.+[{Special.]—A 
dastardly attempt at train-robbery took 
place on the Big Four west-bound Lafayette 
accommodation, near the Village of Dethi, 
ten miles west of this city, about 11 o’clock 
tonight. Four masked men jumped on 
the train. Three of them attacked 
the baggagemaster, Joe Ketchum, 
and mortally wounded him. One of the men 
entered the engineer’s cab and a desperate 
band to hand encounter took place. The en- 
gineer, J. M. Boyd, worsted the robber’s re- 
volver from him, and with the help 
of his fireman threw the scoundrel 
off the train, which was running 
twenty miles an hour. The conductor, 
not realizing the trouble, thougnt the noise of 
the shots was torpedoes and signaled tostop 
the train. When he entered the baggage- 
car the three robbers ran out of the front 
door and jumped off. The news of the 
attempted robbery so close to the city has 
caused a sensation. There were forty pas- 
sengers on the train, and but for the bravery 
of the engineer they would probably have 
been robbed. 

The American Express messenger, J. H. 
Zimmermann and Baggagemaster Joe 
Ketchum were alone in the express and bag- 
gage car. Twelve miles west here Zim- 
mermann called Ketchum’s attention to 
some tramps he saw through the glass 
Window of the car door leading to 
the front platform, next to the locomo- 
tive tender. Both men arose and went 
toward the front door. When within ten 
feet of it the tramps began firing through 
the glass window. Ketchum fell shot in four 
places, two balls entering his abdomen, one 
his breast, and one his left shoulder. Zim- 
mermau tried to draw his pistol, but it stuck 
in his hip-pocket, and he retreated to the 
rear platform of the car, where he met the 
conductor. The latter pulled the beil rope 
and stopped the train. : 

While this was going on one of the tramps 
climbed on the tender, where he was met by 
the engineer and fireman and knocked stiff 
by two blows from a monkey-wrench. The 
engineer and fireman then rolled him off the 
tender while the train was at full 
speed. Before he was thrown  over- 
board, however, a second robber attempted 
to climb on the tender, but he weakened and 
dodged back at the sight of the prostrate 
form of his companion. Before the train 
stopped more than one robber was seen to 
jump off and disappear in the darkness. 

All of them wore masks compietely cover- 
ing their faces. Nota word was spoken by 
the robbers during the entire affray and not 
a shot was fired at them. Indeed, that was 
not possible under the circumstances. 

The night was dark, and Zimmermann and 
Ketchum, supposing them to be tramps, went 
with a lantern to the front door, and gave 
the miscreants every advantage. Had they 
waited instead of firing the men would have 
opened the door and would have been entire- 
ly in their power. 

They fired, Zimmermann and the conductor 
think, not less than fifteen shots. Zimmer- 
mann says he saw four men distinctly, and 
that all of them wore ks. They did not 
get inside of ‘the car, and so have become 
robbers and murderers without pay. 

The police, mounted and on foot, aided by 
a large force of citizens, are patrolling the 
river front and scouring the country to inter- 
cept the scoundrels. The Sheriff is out with 
a large posse. A train with thirty policemen 
went down from dere by rail, start- 
ing at 12 o’ciock. They will get 
as many mounts as possible down 
at Delhi. The Kentucky authorities have 
also been notified to be on the lookout. At 
this hour (12:40) no intelligence has been re- 
ceived of the capture of any of the gang, not 
even of the man who tumbled off the loco- 
motive tender. ‘ 

H. J. Zimmermann, the express messenger, 
says the men were expert robbers. He says 
their pistols were of large calibre 
and that they seemed cool and 
courageous. Joseph Ketchum is now 
under the care of Surgeons Muscroft 
and Dandridge. It appears his bladder has 
been penetrated by one ball, and there is no 
hope of his recovery. Two suspects have 
been arrested. | 

The encountér between the engineer and 
robber who climbed over the tender was a 
desperate one. The engineer saw the scoun- 
drel’s shadow or he would have been taken 
unawares. He hit the robber on the arm 
with a heavy monkey-wrench, and then began 
a struggie for the possession of the revolver 
which the engineer finally captured. Then 
the robber begged on his knees that they 
wouldn't kill him. With the help of his fire- 
man, Engineer Boyd threw the ruffian off the 
car, and he disappeared in the darkness. The 
train was running quite fast at the time, 
and it is thought that the robber was badly 
hurt. The three men who shot Baggage- 
master Ketchum jumped off the train when 
it stopped at Trautmann Station, less than 
two milesfrom where the robbers boarded 
the train. 

The passengers in the ladies’ coach knew 
nothing of the attack on the train until it 
stopped at Trautmann. When Conductor 
Letier called for a revolver only one man on 
the train had a weapon. 

It is impossible to obtain any definit par- 
ticulars from Delhi before tomorrow, as 
it is inaccessible at this hour. 
There was only $1,000 in- express 
packages on the train and the robbers could 
have had no particular motive except the 
general robbery of the passengers and train- 
men. The police have instructed the Ken- 
tucky and Indiana authorities to scour the 
country for the robbers, as the act was com- 
mitted on the border of three States. After 
all their trouble the masked men didn’t get 
a cent, so far as can be ascertained. 

The appearance of the baggage-car indi- 
cates a desperate struggle between Ketchum 
and his three assailants. His lantern was 
smashed and he was evidently game. The 
doctor who examined the wounds of the 
baggagemaster thinks his recovery is impos- 
sible. He received two balls in the stomach, 
one in the groin, and a fourth in the shoul- 
der. 

The railroad company will offer a large re- 
ward for the arrest of the robbers. Lieut. 
Gill of the Cincinnati police force is at the 
scene of the attack, but at 2:30 o’clock 
he had found no traces of the wounded 
highwayman. It seems probable that his 
pals who got off after he did may have 
walked along the track and found him. Con- 
ductor Lefler was so excited over the occur- 
rence on his train that he carried some of the 
passengers beyond their stations. 

Those who were on the train say that they 
owe their preservation to the engineer. He 
is 52 years old and was a Union soldier in the 
war. Ketchum is 40 years old and resides 
with his wife and aged father. Some of the 
trainmen report that several suspicious 
looking characters have been seen around 
Delhi within the last two or three days. 
What makes the attempted robbery and 
probable murder more appalling is that it oc- 
curred within three miles of the city limits 
of Cincinnati. There is nothing like it in 
the history of this locality.

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AN IMMENSE OPIUM RING. 


Revenue Officers Think They Have Located 
It—Chinese Pete the Leader. 


Port Hvron, Mich., June 8.— Special. 


William Hussey and James McHale, special 


agents of the Treasury Department, have for 
several weeks past been tracing uv a ton of 
opium consigned to Wan Yon, No. 187 Church 
street, Toronto, and which left Victoria, B. 
C., about May 9 Wun Yon is agent for 
“Opium Pete,“ the head of the smuggling 
opium ring of San Francisco, Cal. 

The consignment arrived at Toronto May 
18. A thousand pounds, vaiue $20,000, was 
shipped to Mooretown, Ont., several days 
ago. It was brought across the river by row- 
boat and taken to Smith’s Creek, ten miles 
below this city, where it was expressed to 8. 
Winters, Indianapolis. The Survéyor there 
was telegraphed to arrest the consignee and 
confiscate the opium. This was done today. 
The consignee proves to be Charles Labelle 
of Sarnia, Ont. He will be brought here for 
trial. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 8.—Deputy-Mar- 
shal Ward tonight arrested C. S. Winters on 
a charge of smuggling 1,900 pounds of opium 
‘nto this country from C a. It was billed 
through from Port HuPon, Mich., to San 
Francisco. The car was searchéd here and 
all the stuff founa and taken in charge by 
the.Government.

AN ANCIENT LAND 


REVIVIFIED. 


Stevenson Ex«tablis a Post-Office 
Again at CahoSia. III. 

WASnINOGTON, D. C., June 8.— First Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General Stevenson has re- 
established the post-office of Cahokia, III., 
where the first settlement of whites was 
made in the Mississippi Valley. There was 
an office here as early as 1 but it was long 
since discontinued. The @ucient place is in 
a lovely and fertile region on the east bank 
of the Mississippi, opposit the southern part 
of St. Louis, and was an old Indian village 
when La Salle first visited it in 1669. A few 
of that explorer’s followers settled here and 
soon possessed the village, the peaceable 
tribes retiring around them. In the year 
1688, two centuries ago, the Catholic missicn- 
ary, Father Pruet, gathered a flock, estab- 
lished achurch, garrisoned the place, and 
it became a French possession, a rallying 
and starting point for further explorations. 
The place finally came under contro! of 
the English. During thre@ succeeding gen- 
erations the -people lived in comparative 
comfort, security, and idlen@ss. Their near- 
est neighbors were east the Alleghany 
Mountains, except at De and less than 
half a dozen other dis outposts. The 
soil was fertile, with ab of game in 
the timber and roving’ over the boundless 
prairies. Individual possession of land was 
unthought of, as the tertile spots were theirs 
for the tilling. Some intermarried with 
their red neighbors, and some of their de- 
scendants are yet to be found. In 1788, an- 
other hundred years, Gen. Clark with his 
Virginians, known as Long Knives and 
greatly feared, made their way to Cahokia 
by way of the Ohio River, Vincennes, and 
Kaskaskia trail, captured the garrison from 
the English and it came into the possession 
of the Americans. At this time Cahokia 
contained 300 whites and eighty negroes, 
while St. Louis and neighboring villages had 
a population of 600 whites and 150 negroes. 
So one of the ancient landmarks of the coun- 
try has again caught breath. 


ALICE WOODHALL’S HARD LUCK. 


Released by One Court, She Is Arrested 
and Held by Another. 

New York, June 8.—Alice Woodhall, the 
young woman who was extradicted from 
England last week on a charge of having 
forged the name of the late John Guill on 
$52,000 worth of bonds, was discharged from 
custody today, experts having testified that 
the signatures were genuine. She was at 
once rearrested on a bench warrant 
charged with a forgery in no way con- 
nected with the case on which she 
was extradited. She was taken 
before Judge Gildersleeve by her counsel, 
who demanded her release, saying that it 
was an international question, that the 
woman was under the protection of the Brit- 
ish Government against all proceedings ex- 
cept in the case on which she was extra- 
dited, and that he would not be responsible 
for the consequences to this Nation if she 
were not at once released. Judge Gilder- 
sleeve decided that he could take no action 
until he had the official record of the United 
States Commissioner who discharged her on 
the extradition case. Pending the fuifill- 
ment of this requirement she was sent to po- 
lice headquarters.

4 NOTED DIVINE’S DEATH. 


THE REV. JAMES FREEMAN CLARKE 


PEACEFULLY PASSES AWAY. 


His Career Blended with Those of Emer- 
son, Holmes, Channing, and Others 
Noted in Philanthropy and Literature 
—Work on Behalf of the Slave A 
Untiring Zeal for Christianity and Jué- 
tice—His Last Iuness. 


Boston, Mass., June 8.— [Special.]—The 
Rev. James Freeman Clarke, D. D., the emi- 
nent Un'tarian preacher and author, diea 
this evening at his home in Jamaica Plain, 
Mass. He had been sick for several days, 
there being no organic disease, but simply/a 
breaking up ofthe system from old age. 
His death was quiet, without pain 
or apparent suffering. Dr. Clarke had a se- 
rious iliness about a year ago, but recovered 
80 as to attend to his duties. This affected 
his vitality, however, so that it was not equal 
to the demands of age. The immediate cause 
of the relapse was overexertion caused by 
preaching. 

Dr. Clarke was in many respects a model 
preacher, and, though his influence has been 
felt in literary, sovial, and educational cir- 
cles, it is not too much to say that the im- 
press left by his candid, earnest, and con- 
vincing ministry will be longest and 
best remembered as pastor of the 
Church of the Discipies. His influence has 
been extraordinary, without the slightest 
touch of sensationalism. His sermons, for 
all that, never failed to excite widespread 
attention, their clear exposition of truth and 
duty, their deep insight and keenness of 
thought, and their frank utterances car- 
rying combined interest and influence. No 
bitter or unchangeable words ever entered 
his discourses. It was his habit to rise at5 
o’clock in the morning, and in the quietness 
of that hour to write his sermons with great 
rapidity. 

[The Rev. James Freeman Clarke was born in 
Hanover, N. H.. April 4, 1810. He came from 
ancestors who figured prominently in the Revo- 
lution. Early in life he went to Newton, Mass. 
He entered the Boston Latin School in 1820. He 
entered Harvard University in 1825, being a 
member of the famous class of 1829, 
which included Oliver Wendell Holmes and 
Judge Benjamin Curtis, Chief-Justice Bigelow, 
William Henry Channing, and Prof. Benjamin 
Pierce, While in college Mr. Clarke made the 
acquaintance of Margaret Fuller, who, he says, 
aroused him to see the value of lite and how to 
live for a great end. He passed from the univer- 
sity tothe Downey School, graduating in 1833. 
He then went to Louisville, Ky., to take 
charge of a Unitarian society. He had a 
hard struggle there, there being a lack 
of interest in church work. He succeeded, how- 
ever, in building the society up greutly. He 
started a religious magazine in 1836 called the 
Western Messenger. To this Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son contributed his first poem. Hoimes and 
Channing, too, were among its contributors, At 
Louisville he married the daughter of H. J. 
Huidekoper of Meadville, Pa. In 1840 Mr. 
Clarke returned to Boston, and the next 
year he started a church of his own 
—the Church of the Disciples—to which he has 
ministered to his death. His history since then 
has been the history of the church. From this 
work grew the temporary home for destitute 
children and the society ana home for aged 
women. Dr. Clarke played a prominent part in 
the anti-slavery movement. Mr. Clarke leaves 
a widow, two daughters, and a son.]

Private Citizens Want the Service at Any 
Price —A Legal Fight to Be Begun. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 8.— [Special. — The 
fight between the city and the Bell Telephone 
Company has assumed a serious phase, and 
the company now states that itintends to quit 
doing business in St. Louis. Manager Durant 
says: “A half dozen contracts with sub- 
scribers expired today and we refused to re- 
new them. Under the ordinance we would 
be subjected to a heavy fine if we charged 
our regular price of $100, and as we would 
lose money by making the charge only $50, 
as the ordinance dictates, we have decided 
to quit business. It was learned that the 
company has for five years paid stockholders 
12 per cent on $500,000. Mayor Francis says 
he has had a consultation with City Coun- 
selor Bell, and as soon as he officially learns 
that the telephone company retuses to per- 
form its duty as a common carrier he will 
order its poles and wires removed from the 
public streets. The Mayor concedes the right 
of the company to quit business, but does 
not concede that 1t has the right to maintain 
useless poles and wires.

GRASSHOPPERS BY THE MILLIONS. 


Minnesota Will Try to Kill Them Off in 
Wholesale Style. 

St. Paul, Minn., June 8.—[{Special.]—The 
rumors of grasshoppers in Otter Tail County 
have been confirmed by investigation just 
completed by Prof. Luger of the State Ex- 
perimental Farm. There are thousands of 
millions of the pests hatching out in the 
neighborhood of Perham and, not only that, 
but already there are many of them 
big enough to jump, aad jump vigorously. 
Some days ago Gov. McGill sent Luger up 
to Perham with instructions to make a thor- 
ough examination. He reported to the Gov- 
ernor this morning confirming the reports. 
Prof. Luger says there are a number of large 
townships which are now literally alive with 
the grasshoppers which are just now hatch- 
ing out. They are the genuine Rocky 
Mountain variety, the kind that did such 
great damage a number of years ago. The 
professor says: We have purchased four 
car loads of material which will be shipped 
at once to Perham. It comprises coal-tar, 
tin, sheet-iron, and muslin which is used to 
build machines by which the grasshoppers 
are caught and destroyed.” Gov. McGill 
acted with commendable promptness in the 
matter and was hard at work all the morn- 
ing in connection with Prof. Luger making 
purchases of supplies and attending to their 
shipment to the locality which seems in 
such imminent danger of being the starting 
point of the dreadful scourge. } ö

RAILROADS IN. POLITICS. 


THE EXTENT OF THEIR INFLUENCE IN 
A CAMPAIGN, | 


Usually When the Railway Companies Sup 
port a Candidate the People Are Against 
Him—The Case of Judge Cooley—Alger’s 
Weakness in Michigan—Depew's Atti- 
tude—Gresham in the West— Harrison“ 
Personal Characteristics. 


About tne only argument which one hears 
used against the strength of Gresham as @ 
candidate before the people is the supposed 
fact that all the railroads would be in opposi- 
tion to him along with the moneyed interests 
and corporations in general. At St. Louis 
the other day this matter was brought up in 
a group of Democrats. One remarked that 
he didn’t take much stock in this taik of 
Gresbam’s ability to get votes, and said he 
shouldn’t care if the Republicans did nomi- 
nate him—that the Democrats and the rail- 
roads together could bury him out of sight. 
That bright and rising young Democrat, 
Mayor Weston of Grand Rapids, spoke up at 
this: Don't fool yourself about the 
strength of Gresham,” said he; “we had 
some experience in my State with this rail- 
road candidate business, and let me tell you 
how it turned out. At our spring election of 
1885 the Republicans put up for Justice of 
tne Supreme Court Judge Cooley. You have 
all heard of Judge Thomas M. Cooley, one of 
the most eminent lawyers. and jurists of 
this day. He is a man of national reputa- 
tion. More than that, his fame extends to 
the Old Worla, and he is everywhere looked 
upon as the equal if not the superior of any 
man now on the Supreme Bench of 
the United States. Against this great 
lawyer, whose ability was and is 
an honor to my State I feel free to say that, 
though I am a Democrat—our people put up an 
obscure man, a country lawyer, a man who 
was scarcely known beyond the borders of 
the county in which he lived. The Repub- 
licans laughed at us. They thought the great 
Judge Cooley was invincible. We thought 
so, too, but soon discovered his weak point. 
The Republicans had put Cooley on the bench. 
some years before, and while there he was a 
great Judge. But he was what is called a rail- 
road Judge. That is, in railroad suits as in all 
others he stuck rigidly to the law. Nothing 
could induce him to deviate a hair’s breadth. 
He would not admit an equity to have any 
weight in cases tried before him. It was the 
law and nothing but the law with him. Pri- 
vate citizens lost many a case in which their 
equities were undou because the rail« 
roads had the law or at least the technicali- 
ties on their side, and because Judge Cooley 
always hewed right to the line, no matter at 
what sacrifice of justice. You can see how 
such a man naturally got the reputation of 
being a railroad Judge. He was looked upon 
asa friend of the corporations, and I think it 
is true that a majority of the railroad and 
other big corporations in the State gave him 
their support. But the word went out among 
the farmers and the shippers and the people 
generally that Cooley was acorporation man, 
and what do you suppose happened? Why, 
sir, the obscure country lawyer, Morse by 
name, beat Cooley 30,000 votes in the Repub- 
lican State of Michigan. There was nota 
county in the State in which he did not suf- 
fer. The railroads didn’t save him, nobody 
could save him. Ever since that campaign 1 
have had hopes the Republicans would pat 
up more railroad candidates. If they w.ll 
only try it this year we shall carry the State 
of Michigan for Cleveland.“ + eee

It wasn't a Granger 
movement, either, as vou would speak of a 
Granger movement iarther West. There was 
no organization about it. It was simply an 
unwillingness on the part of the people 
to put on the bench any man who was in sym- 
pathy with railroads. And that they were 
right in their instinct, as I think you will 
find the people generally are when they 
leave their party to go against a man, is 
shown by subsequent evente. I am a Dem- 
ocrat and lam going to vote for Thurman 
and Cleveland, but if Judge Cooley is not the 
railroad man on the Inter-State COmmerce 
Commission then I have been badly 
informed by persons who know where 
and who their friends are. And now let 
me ask you a question,” said this Mich- 
igan man to the last inquirer, who happened 
to be a New York newspaper reporter and a 
warm admirer of Chauncey Depew, as all 
the newspaper corps seem to be.

SINGULAR STORY OF A RECLUSE. 


A Scotchman Scorned Hides Himself from 
View for Forty Years. 

Albany (N. Y.) Letter: Recluses are rare 
in cities, but Albany has just discovered one. 
For nearly half a century William Cummings 
bas kept a vinegar depot at the corner of 
Washington avenue and Lark street. He 
Was a peculiar man, noted ior thrift, hunt- 
ing, and profanity. Recently his property, 
which is now in the heart of the city, was 
taken by the State as part of the new armory 
site, and although $35,000, or nearly five 
times its original cost, was awarded Cum- 
mings, he declared he had been robbed and 

acked up to return to his native country— 
otiand. 

Then a strange thing occurred. His broth- 
er John, who had long since been forgotten, 
made his appearance. He had been a hermit 
for fully forty years, and during that time 
had never left the house. Some years ago 
the Herald correspondent heard it stated that 
Cummings’ brother, whom no one had ever 
seen, was prowling about the house, but he 
— gain no information concerning the re- 
cluse. 

Now, however, since the man has actually 
been seen and has sailed with his brother for 
Scotland, some of the older residents remem- 
ber his romantic story. 

Nearly half a century ago, they say, John 
Cummings and acrony named McNab quar- 
reled. They were bosom friends; both were 
ore by the same woman, but not until she 

ad made them sworn enemies. When the 
fickle fair one finally fled with another suitor 
the young men reconciled themselves to their 
fate and to euch other and registered a vow 
never to appear in public again. 

The vow was faithfully kept; so faitufuliy 
that their existence was forgotten. About 
ten years ago McNab died, and his burial 
from the home of his brother, within a short 
distance of the Cummings property, revived 
the old story, but 1t was again forgotten. 

But once since that time has the face of 
John Cummings been seen, and that was ac- 
cidentally by a neighbor, who from his roof 
saw the recluse for an instant at an upper 
window. 

Witham Cummings would never talk of his 
brother, but occasionaily assured his few in- 
timate friends that John was still alive. He 


even hinted that the manutacture of his vin- 


gar, in which he had a large trade, was car- 
ried on by the recluse. 

Since the property has been appraised 
many curious neighbors have watched close- 
ly for the recluse to make his appearance. 
This he did briefly and at the last moment, 
when he entered a closed carriage with his 
brother, and both left the old home torever. 
He is described as a tail, gaunt, aged, but 
singularly active man. As nearly as can be 
learned he was about 80 years of age. Will- 
iam Cummings was believed to be worth 
fully $100,000, all of which he took with him 
when his brother and himself shook the dust 
of Albany from their feet.

experts, a better educated man than the average 
German student who has completed both his 
gymnasium and his university studies.—7'he Rev.

What Her Years of Experience Have Taught 
_ Her—The Muste- Hall Address. 
Owing, doubtless, to the warmth a small 
ce gathered in Trinity Methodist 
Church last evening to hear Mrs. Ormiston 
Chant talk on “Charitable Work in Lon- 
don.“ Her address was largely confined to 
her rich and varied experience in the great 
English metropohs. It was varied, however, 
here and there by an application of the les- 
sons of her experience to similar work in 
this country. She said a good word for 
baths, and said it was as important 
for human beings to know now to 
swim as to walk. Swimming baths were 
better than ordinary baths. and if she 
had her way she would offer swimming 
prizes to encourage attendance and skill. 
Next she took up tne subjects of fresh air 
and the kindergarten system, and regretted 
that the poor children who needed them most 
got them least. Apropos of the latter sub- 
ject, she said that it was rank heresy to 
speak against the girl’s dolls, and if the boy 
took to dolls he should be encouraged. The 
children of the rich should také good care of 
their toys and give them to the children of 
the poor, and men and women should take 
care of their clothes and books that they may 
serve a second time in the homes of the poor. 
She scored the system of bringing up young 
women, and said that considering their train- 
ing it was a wonder that she was as well 
able to embrace her opportunities as she was. 
She wanted women w sit on the Poor 
Guardian Boards of Engiand and was 
especially anxious that women should sit on 
Boards of Education both there and in this 
country; and America must get rid 
of child labor. The age should fixed 
at 14 years and the law carried out.

SHE IS DEAF, DUMB, AND BLIND. 


A 7-Year-Old Unfortunate Who Is Develop- 
ing Wonderful Intelligence, 

Boston, June 6.—Hellen Keller is tne name 
of a 77-year-old child who can neither see, 
hear, nor speak, and who is in all respects as 
great a wonder as the world-famous Laura 
Bridgeman. The girl is nowin this city, 
having come toattend the commencement 
exercises at the Perkins School for the 
Blind, which was founded by Dr. 
Samuel G. Howe, deceased husband 
of Mrs. Julia Ward Howe. Although 
deprived of all her most important 
senses, she has been brought by the agency 
of the blind alfabet into a surprisingly keen 
appreciation of the things about her. She is 
the daughter of Arthur and Kate Keller, 
and was born June T, 1880, in Tuscumbia, 
Ala. Her father was formerly editor of the 
North American, and he is now United States 
Marshal for the Northern District of Ala- 
bama. His mother was a great-granddaugh- 
ter of Alex. Spotswood, first Colonial Gov- 
ernor of Virginia, and she was also second 
cousin to Gen. Robert E. Lee. 

When little Helen was 19 months old an 
illness resulted in the total loss of sight ana 
hearing. She had been an unusually bright 
and active child and was fast learning to talk 
when she was taken sick. She soon ceased 
to talk because she heard no sound, but as 
her physical strength returned she began to 
exhibit wonderful aptitude at learning every- 
thing about the household. She learned to dis- 
tinguish the different members of the family 
through her sense of touch, ana her ents 
decided to place her in charge of the Perkins 
Institution in this city in the hope that 
her terrible condition might in some measure 
be ameliorated. Miss Annie M. Sullivan, 
herself a graduate of the school, was sent to 
Tuscumbia in March, 1887. She taught Helen 
the finger alfabet of the blind and after 
days of patient work was rewarded by 1. 
her pupil exhibit unmistakable signs of intel- 
ligence. Her sense of, touch being so acute, 

elen was able after a while to comprehend 
the purpose and shape of objects round about 
her. Ar object could be given to her and 
after examining it carefully with her fingers 
the name of the object would be communi- 
cated to her by the finger alfabet. 

By the end of August, 1887, she knew 625 
words and almost as many objects. After 
this she learned to read after the fashion of 
the blind by means of raised letters and then 
to write. These processes were of course in- 
tensely laborious to pupil and teacher alike, 
and only the gentleness and perseverance of 
both could ever have won success. Her 
knowledge of arithmetic is equally remarka- 
ble, and she takes extreme pleasure in feed- 
ing domestic animals and learning their 
habits and use. Her wer of imitation is 
strongly developed. er memory is re- 
tentave and her curiosity is insatiable,

The warning of the Chairman was no doubt 
intended to put the party on its guard in the 
event of the Republicans acting wisely and 
putting forward their strongest and their 
most available candidate.

SUPERSTITIONS OF MINERS. 


A Veteran Tells How He Was Saved by Pre- 
monitions. 

San Francisco Alia: “I donot know of a 
more superstitious class of men in the world 
than miners. Their strange fancies and be- 
liefs are at least called superstition, but by 
miners whose lives have often been saved by 


Arizona, I lost no time in beginning a 
prospecting tour in the new and what ap- 
peared to be then inexhaustible territory. I 
was fortunate enough to soon strike a rich 
lead and, with the assistance of an inteil- 
gent young man whom I[ had taken into part- 
— began operations. We dus into the 
bank of a gully, said to be a wonderfully rich 
spot. The work progressed favorably, and 
in a week our excavations extended in some 
fifteen feet from the mouth. Not knowing 
that our mine would be permanent, little at- 
tention was paid to tti in the proper 
timbers for safety. ell, I was working 
steadily ahead wilh pick and shovel one 
afternoon after my partner had departed 
to prepare supper at our cabin, when I 
experienced a most peculiar feeling. My 
whole body seemed to turn as cold as ice, 
and my hands trembled so violently that 
I could not wield the pick. After trem- 
bling for a few seconds a voice of thun- 
der seemed to sound in my ears: ‘Run for 
your life; the mine iscaving!’ I obeyed this 
strange and unaccountable warning or pre- 
monition, and never ran faster in my life as 
I started for the mouth of our’ little mine. 
An instant after I reached the open air the 
roof cavea in and the mine was completely 
filled with the falling rocks and dirt. Was 
this a premonition, superstation, or imagina- 
uo I fir believe that the timely warn- 
ing I recei was the voice of the spirit that 
watches over the miners and saves thou- 
sands from violent deaths. Laugh, if you 
will; but I can account for it in no other way. 
In the case I have cited, an instant’s delay or 
hesitation would have caused my life to come 
to a terrible end. You may be sure that 
after that experience I never failed to take 
advan of these strange warnings; and 1 
am convinced that they have saved 
my life on at least half a dozen occasions. 

“A uliar circumstance of the case I 
have told vou is that the night previous to 
the caving in of the mine my partner dreamed 
that it was going to cave in. He did not teil 
me of the dream for fear that I would have 
nothing more to do with the mine. After 
a little more experience he also came to be- 
lieve in these warnings as firmly as I do. 

I know of a vastly rich mine in the San 
Gabriel Mountains, Los Angeles County, that 
has caused the death of every man who tried 
to carry ore away from it. You may call this 
superstition also, but there are a dozen 
miners besides myself who know of the 
millions that could be taken from this mine 
and yet are afraid to go near it. Some half 
a dozen men had been killed by caves, 
etc., when my partner and I arrived after a 
run of six months of hard luck in Arizona. 
We worked around a fewd and took out 


some specimens of as beautiful gold quartz 


as man éver laid eyes upon. My partner de- 
sired to go to San Francisco to purchase tools 
and material for developing the mine. He 
went and took several pieces of ore for as- 
saying with him. The ore was found to be 
worth about $1,000 a ton. In the meantime I 
remained in Los Angeles awaiting my part- 
ner’s return. The next I heard of him was 
that he had been stricken with leprosy and 
died a horrible death in the pesthouse. It is 
hardly necessary to state I never re- 
turned to the mine. The certainty that I also 
would come to my death in short order pre- 
vents me from doing so.” ä 


Courage of High Order. 

When the famous mine in front of Petersburg 
had been completed and the National troops 
drawn up ready to charge the enemy's works as 
soon as the mine had done its work in creating a 
breach, the signal was given just before daylight. 
the fuse was lighted, and the command stood 
waiting with intense anxiety for the explosion 
which was to follow. But seconds, then minutes, 
then tens of minutes passed, and still no sound 
from the mine. The suspense became painful, 
and the gloom of disappointment overspread the 
anxious faces of officers and men. The fuse had 
been spliced about midway. It was now thought 
that there was a defect in the splice, and that it 
was at this point that the fuse was hanging 
fire. The day ‘was breaking; the enemy 
was becoming alert at sight of our 
unmasked columns; ,there was not a 
moment to be lost. Lieut. Doughty and Sergt. 
Rees of the Forty-eighth Pennsylvania Infantry 
now Volunteered to examine the fuse. They en- 
tered the long dark gallery which led to the 
mine, and, without stopping to calculate the 
chances of life, calmly exposed themselves to 
one of the most horrible forms of death. With 
no excitement to lend them its intoxication, 
with nothing to divert their minds from the fate 
which seemed to await tnem, they followed the 
course of the fuse through the long subterranean 

assage, found the defect at which the spark had 
— arrested, and made anew splice. On their 
return the match was again applies, and the 
train was now = to do its deadly work. 
These men displayed even a higher order of 
courage than those who afterwards charged into 
the breach. — Gen. Horace Porter wn the Ventury. 


Canary -BHird Culture. 

The breeding of canary birds is a common oo- 
cupation among the Hartz Mountains, and a 
ready market is found for them in the City of 
Goslar. an aristocratic place of 30,000 inhabit- 
ants, where some of the deceased rulers of Prus- 
gia lie buried. The birds generally sell at prices 
ranging from a few dollars to $50; but there is 
one variety, exceptionally fine singers, which 
frequently bring $100. This bird serves the pur- 
poses of d teacher to the others in the matter of 
singing, and is therefore eagerly sought after. 
Recently a dealer in canary birds from the Hartz 
Moun s landed in New York, bringing with 
him upward of 2,000 beautiful songsters. It was 
his intention to dispose of them in the large cities 
of the country.

TRADE FOR LAST WEEK, 


“BRADSTREET’S” REVIEW OF 
BUSINESS OF THE COUNTRY.

Buyers Are Cautiously Investing in the 
New Clip of Wool—Any Effect of the 
Mills Bill Has Been Discounted as to 
Prices—An Improved Demand for Sea- 
sonable Cotton Goods—A Slight Decline 
in Steel Rails Anticipated. 


New York, June 8.— [Special. Bradstreet’s 
review of the markets says: Interest in the 
wool trade centres chiefly in the country, 
where buyers for Eastern dealers and manu- 
facturers are investing in the new. clip cau- 
tiously. Prices throughout the interior are, 
as usual at this season, above the seaboard 
level. This, however, does not prevent more 
or less buying fer immediate use. Increas- 
ing activity appears at San Antonio and 
other points in Texas, where considerable 
quantities of eight months’. wool have been 
sold at 16 cents to 164¢ cents per pound. A 
more liberal movement is under way in Cali- 
fornia, with the range of prices from 11 cents 
to 17 cents per pound. In Utah something 
has been done at 1244 cents to 15 cents. 
Shearing is in full progress in Ohio and is 
beginning in Michigan, Montana, and Wyo- 
ming. Prices are not generally establisned 
in the States named. In the Northwest 
buyers are not operating. Prices at Lon- 
don are half cent to one cent per pound 
higher than at the close of the last series of 
sales. The auctions will be resumed the 
19th inst. A limited amount of business is 
under way at Boston on the recent level of 
prices. While there is no tendency to an 
advance, it is generally thought that the 
bottom has been reached, at least for the 
present. If the Mills bill passes it is thought 
there may be a further small decline, though 
the chances for legislation have been dis- 
counted to a considerable extent. Holders 
are letting go of their old stocks of Cali- 
fornia and Texas wool. The ammount of fine 
fleeces left on hand is limited, on which ac- 
count, though, there is little inquiry, values 
are steady. There is a fair request for pulled 
wool. Large stocks of foreign wool are still 
heid in bond. Current quotations are as fob 
lows, with comparisons.

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The sales of the week at Boston have 
amounted to 2,719,500 pounds as compared 
with 1,252,000 pounds last week and 2,100,000 
in the same week last year. 

At Philadeiphia dullness and weakness are 
the conspicuous features of the wool trade. 
There is scareely any demand from the wor- 
sted spinners, and the inguiry from other 
consuming interests is light and unsatisfac- 
tory. Sales aggregate 348,000 pounds, as 
against 260,000 pounds last week and 651,000 
pounds for the corresponding week last year. 

DRY GOODs. 

Favorable weather conditions have tended 
to improve the reorder demand for season- 
able cotton gapds. The demand from agents 
ranks as fair. As regards prices, the cot- 
ton-goods situation may be described as 
strong. The active demand for print cloths 
maintains values at last week’s quotations. 
Manufacturers are slow sellers, Bleached 

s are in tone, and prices are firmly 

eld at the ntadvances. Stocks of near- 
ly all varie of cottons are well reduced. 
Dress s (all weol) are in fair demand 
with jobbers. Little is being done in men’s 
wear fall-weight goods. Duplicate orders 
are not received in large numbers. Stocks 
are small to maintain prices steadily. 
Dress fabrics eae note a fuirly 
inquiry. Hosiery isin Nght demand. m- 
mer wear goods note the only real 
activity repo in that line. June 5 15,000 
dozen American silk handkerchiefs were soid 
at auction. The value of the goods disposed 
of was $75,000. The attendance at the sale 
was large and the bidding spirited. The re-

The Sale and Firing of Pistols Prohibited— 
The Lake Street L.“ Road. | 
A committee of underwriters called on 
Mayor Roche a few days ago and requested 
that he probibit the saleof fireworks and tor- 
bid the explosion of firecrackers July 4. He 
did not see fit to do whatthey asked, but yes- 
terday issued the following proclamation: 
WHEREAS, It is the custom tor the citizens of 


the United States to commemorate the birthday 


of the Nation and .expreas their patriotism: by 
displays of fireworks: therefore, : 

In accordance with the-@iscretion given by the 
municipal code. I hereby proclaim that the use 
of fireworks will. be tted on the Fourth 
of July proximo on vacant lots and in the streets. 
Firecrackers and other los tives must not be 
set off in alleys.or in yards, and the dis- 
charge of gu cannon, ud pistols anywhere 
within the city limits. is. .@bselutely prohibited. 
The police will arrest alldealers who sell toy 
pistols or metal or paper caps to children and 
also any one caught firing a gun or a pisto 
whether the latter be.large or small or loade 
with blank cartridge or mot. The efforts made 
by the police July 4, 188%, to stop tne dangerous 
practice of pistol sh prevented a la 
number of accidents and saved many lives. This

THE WEST LAKE STREET“ L” ROAD. 

The West Lake Street Elevated Railway 
Company appeared béfore the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys We t yesterday, among 
the representatives of the road being Col. 
Alberger, Col. H. C. Thompson, Judge Booth, 
and others. They presented a petiuon bear- 
ing the names of a majority of the property- 
owners of every mile on the street. Col. 
Thompson stated that they would be ready 
to commence the building of the road within 
four weeks after the Ordinance was passed. 
The frontage was submitted to the Depart- 
ment of Public Work for its verification. 
The ordinance submitted was drafted by 
the Law Department, and contains many 
safeguards that have never before been in- 

rafted in an ordinance of that character. 

x-Ald. Kerr and Mr. Hannah were also be- 
fore the committee, and filed what they 
stated to be a majority of the frontage on all 
the streets so t to be included in their 
franchise. The ordinance for the Lake street 
company contains the same provisions that 
will be inserted in all other ordinances. The 
road is to commence af Canal street and run 
west on Lake street to the city limits. The 
two tracks are te be locatea either in the 
centre of the street or one track 
over each curb line. Plans and 
specificanons.are to be submitted to the De- 
partment of Puolic Werks for its approval. 
the plan designated is what is known as the 
Meigs svstem., The distance between the 
supporting columns shall not be less than 
thirty-three feet and no part of the girders 
be less than fou n feet above the es- 
tablished grade. The shall not excer 
tive cents, and at the e tion of two years 
after completion the pany shail have 
commutation tickets of sale at twenty-five 
for $1.

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T. H. GARRETT’ DROWNED. 


THE BALTIMORE MILLIONAIRE PER- 
ISHES IN A COLLISION AT SEA. 


His Yacht, the Gleam, Struck by the 
Steamer Joppa, Goes Down—Everybody 
Except Mr. Garrett Is Rescued — Sea- 
men’s Accounts of the Disaster—A Boat 
from the Joppa Also Gone, but There Is 
No Hope of Garrett’: Rescue—Sketch of 
the Unfortunate Man. 

Ba.timore, Md., June 8.—T. Harrison Gar- 
rett, a brother of Robert Garrett, and man- 
ager of the banking firm of Robert Garrett 
& Sons of this city, was drowned last night 
in the Patapsco River. His yacht, the Gleam, 
in which he and a party of friends were com- 
ing to Baltimore from Annapolis, was run 
down off Seven Foot Knoll by the steamer 
Joppa and sunk, being struck amidships and 
almost cut in two. According to accounts 
all hands on the Gleam were rescued except 
Mr. Garrett, who was seen by a passenger on 
the Joppa to fall overboard. 

The steamer Sue, Capt. Geoghegan, came 
up about four miles below Seven Foot Knoll, 
where he found the Joppa, which signalled 
him, told him she had run into the Gleam, 
and asked him to take the crew and passen- 
gers to Baltimore. Capt. Geoghehan brought 


up Gen. R. Snowden Andrews, George A. 


Von Lingen, two other passéngers, and Capt. 
Tory and crew ot the Gleam. The Joppa 
then proceeded on down the bay. 

The steward of the Gleam told Capt. 
Geoghegan that the last time he saw Mr. 
Garrett he was standing on the after-deck of 
the Gleam, near where the Joppa struck her. 
He grabbed the cnains of the Joppa, which 
were banging down, and called the rest of 
his party to follow bim as he tried to climb 
up the sides of the steamer, put the chains 
and a boat gave way and Mr. Garrett fell 
overboard with them. The steward said the 
Joppa backed off just as Mr. Garrett tried to 
climb up its sides. 

Messrs. Andrews aud Von Lingen were 
brought up to Baltimore, and the crew of the 
Gleam got off at Locust Point for a tug to go 
and get Mr. Garrett’s body. 

Capt. Geoghegan of the steamer Sue states 
that the Joppa laid to for three hours after 
she struck the yacht, and her Captain and 
crew did everything to recover the body of 
Mr. rett. Capt. Geoghegan reiterated 
the story that Mr. Garrett feil overboard 
from the bow of the steamer. He could have 
been saved had he remained aboard the 
yacht. 

As soon as the collision occurred both the 
crew of the Joppa and the Gleam went to 
work to rescue the passengers of the yacht. 

The Gleam was expected at South street 
wharf last night, and carriages were in wait- 
ing to convey Mr. Garrett and his guests to 
their homes. The Sue reached Baltimore 
with the rescued passengers at 4 o’clock this 
morning. 

Asa Needham, the agent of the Potomac 
Steamboat Company, stated that one of the 
passengers of the Gleam explained to him 
that when the Joppa struck the yacht Mr. 
Garrett became greatly excited and grabbed 
tne bow chain of the steamer and held on to 
it until it parted. Then he dropped over- 
board. 

The steamer Joppa belongs to the Mary- 
land Steamboat Company. The Gleam was 
a steam yacht about 120 feet in length. In 
regard to the responsibility for the accident 
there is scant information as yet. The Cap- 
tain of the yacht told Capt. Geoghegan that 
he was coming up toward Seven-Foot Knoll, 
and gave the Joppa two whistles to go to the 
right, and the Joppa gave him two blasts to 
the left. The collision resulted. 

Mr. Garrett was manager of the firm of 
Robert Garrett & Sons. WL ich was founded by 
Robert Garrett, hisgrandfather. He married 
Miss Witridge, and has two sons. He was a 
member of the Maryland Club ana one of 
the directors of the Baltimore & Ohio Kail-

was a large, fi man. 
250 pounds. His brother, Rober. 
still in Europe. , 3 

Mr. Garrett resided at Evergreen,“ 
Charles Street avenue. His library is the 
largest private collection in the State, em- 
bracing works of the rarest and most unique 
character and the most complete bibliogra- 
phy of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to be 
found in the country. The list of autograph 
letters which he owned is unusually large and 
interesting, containing letters of nearly all 
the prominent historical personages from 
Washington down to the present day. 

Mrs. Garrett was completely prostrated by 
the terrible and sudden visitation. 

The guests of Mr. Garrett were Gen. R. 
Suowden Andrus, a stock broker of this city; 
Geo A. Van Lungen, the German Consul 
at timore; Joshua G. Harvey, President 
of the Western National Bank: and William 
HK. Blackford, President of the Maryland 
Life-Insurance Company. The party left 
Baltimore yesterday morning. 

The party was bound for Annapolis to wit- 
ness the exercises of the Naval Academy. 
It is said that Mr. Garrett was clinging to 

the anchor chains when the shock occurred. 
When the Joppa sheered off one of the 
Gleam's boats fell into the water, carrying 
Mr. Garrett with it. It is thought: he must 
have been stunned by a blow and rendered 
unabie to help himself. The Joppa remained 
by the wreck for three hours searching for 
the body. 

Gen. Andrus offered the crews of the 
Joppa and Gieam $5,000 if they recovered 
Mr. Garrett alive, but all their efforts were 
unavailing, and the triends of the unfortu- 
nate gentleman were forced to return to the 
city convinced that his death was undoubted. 

A boat arrived from tne scere of the 
wreck atlo’clock this afternoon, and re- 

rted that nothing had been seen of the 
— and that, curious to say, the boat 
which fell from the Gleam’s side and carried 
Mr. Garrett with it was also missing. No hope 
is held out that he could have got into the 
boat and been saved.
